Tlio i]espatclif!3 ond enclosures respecting 
the establiatimeut oi traas-uonliaeutul tele- 
gtapbic and postal. commuDioation trith Ibis 
coast eont by the Duka'ofPNeff'oaBtle to the 
Governor of those colonics and laid before 
the House of Assoiobly on Monday, arc 
froujht ivilh matters of utmost importnnco 
as regarda not oiilj us but we may safely 
add, tlio whole of the British North Ameri- 
can dcpcoden^ies. ' Although their sabject 
matter bs^- beea-bafore- the pablia. both at 
horao,<Bjfd[ii» j^5>ericii^( yeii|^^^^ 
bofoire ns vith the official stamp oi authori- 
ty. The firsi despatch which is to the Gov- 
ernor, bears the date of thq first of May this 
year. It anaounces the proposal madu to 
;ho Duke by Mr. Watkias on the part of ilia 
Atlantic and Pacific Transit and Telegraph 
Company for the establiahinent of telegraphic 
and postal comoitinioalidil' between British 
Columbia and the head of Lake Superior — n 
proposal made as tho Duke apprehends in 
tho confident expectation that tlie Canadian 
Government will extend their telegraphic 
and postal system to the Lake Superior tor- 
minus and that the IntcrcoIooiaUSnilway. 
botwuen Ilalifax'- and Quebeo' will be'in duo 
time established. The S^bi-etary for the 
Coloniesrtben ^al]ade8- to the advantage the 
underiaking would be to us both from a mili- 
tary and from a civil point of view, as 
enabling us to communicate at onco with 
tho Imperial authorities in case of danger, 
and thus investing our port with great ad- 
ditional importance as a Naval Station. 
This advaiittige and the benefit we would 
derive from tho undertaking in the way of 
increased emigration his tiraco considers 
would be bought at no uurea»onabla price, 
were those colonies in the end obliged lo 
pay £l2,U0O per annum the interest on tho 
ptopos^il bapital of ie60,000 to be expended 
on the, .wotk. Tbeo ^ follovvs. tho copy of a 
despafch' to Viscount Mohok lha Governor 
General ^ of. panada,, simijarjia tono to. that 
sent to Governor Douglas, reoommendiiig tho 
proposal for the considet^'tjon'of the' Oann- 
dian Government. 

Tho proposition mado to ttis Diuke by Mr. 
Wiitkius is that — : 

"The Atlantic and Pacifio TraDSU and 
Telegraph Company" propose to establish 
and maintain coniinunioation by eleotrio tele- 
graph and a mail past, passing at sucb inter- 
yals, fortnightly or otherwise, as shall be 
agreed upon, between a puinl at tho head of 
Lake Superior and Now Westminster in 
British Columbia, on the following terms : 
The terms are embraced uudcr nine heads. 
Tbe.first of these, is . that the Imperial Qov- 
ernment, the colonies of Canada and British 
Columbia, and tho Hudson Bay Company 
ehiU each, within the territories bolonging to 
tkem, grant to tha Company sucli laud be- 
longing to tho Crown or Cuiupauy, and all 
such rights as may be required for the post 
route, telegraph, and necessary stations, and 
for the proper working thereof. In reply to 
this the Secretary for the Colonies can see 
no objection to the grant of land, but could 
scarcely promise the ''rights" mentioned, in 
their present indeterminate shape. Tho next 
head is, that as soon as telegraphic communi- 
cation is established throughout any section 
of the routo, the colonies of Canada, Van- 
couver Island, ond 3ritish Columbia will 
guarantee to the Company a rate of profit on 
the capital esilended'at a rate of not less than 
foiii' ^or'^orO'than dve percent; provided, 
that the total amount ol the oapital gaaran- 
leo'd shall be limited at .C500,000, 'and that 
the total annual payment to bo made by Vau- 
couver Island and Uritish Columbia together 
shall not o.xceed £12,500. Provided, nlio_ 
that tho interest accruing upon the money 
paid up by the shareholders, until the above 
guarantee shall take cITcct, shall be reckoned 
as capital ; and provided further, that in case 
tho telegraphic liuo shall not be^comploted 
■within five years, unless by reason of war, or 
commotion, or of any interruption not arising 
from any wilful default of the Company, tho 
obovo guarantee shall be so completed. 
. Tho Duke of Newcastle in bis answer to 
their proposals sees no objeotion to tbe rale 
of interest, proviilcd the liabiiity of tbeso 
colonics i? clearly limited to £12,500. Nor 
does he think it unfair that the Government 
gusrantee should cover periods of temporary 
interruption from cauaesjof an exceptional 
character, antl -over which tho company has 
no control. ^With respect to this it might bo 
'obser^ved Ibat^'^^ company are t^ere claiming 
>5^prej, privileges than perhaps ffiey have a 
rigil't to ask. If a contractor undertakes to 
build a house, ho has to bear all tho risks 
until his contract is com|ilcte. Why, then, 
should wc allow more than that to tho Tele- 
graph Company'? In order, however, to se- 
cure tho colonic,? from paying tho guarantee 
interest for any lengthened period, without 
.re^^eiyjng the corresponding bonefit of direct 
telegrophio communication, the Colonial Sec- 
retary says" it must bo understood that the 
commencement of the undertaking must do- 
pend upon tho williuguess o( tho Canadian 
Government to compltto their tolographio 
communication to tho point on Lake Superior 
at which tho Company will take it up. Nor 
would he urge upon these colonies the grant- 
ing of the guarantee, except ondisr the strong 
espcctatldn of the TntercoloDial Kail way be- 
tween Halifa-K and Montteal being '' vigor- 
' ously proceeded with." He insists, however, 
upon tho ces.sation of the guarantee and the 
reversion to the donort" of tho land granted 
for railway purposes in case of the porma- 
nont abanaonmcnl of tho undertaking, to be 
indicated by suspension of -tbrongl^ commu- 
■ nlfcatioh for a stated period; As regards the 
time within which the Company shall ba 
bound to ooinplete their undertaking, tho 
Duke considers that any time tho country 
might be in possession of a foreign enemy 
should bo deducted from tho above period of 
suspension. Tho Company, however must take 
all risks from intorroption by Indian Tribes. 
As to.tbe tbir4 afliola of tho proposals, that 
'in case lha route should rua'tbtoUgh territory 
not claimed by. Canada, the HuJBon Boy Com- 
pany, or British Columbia, tho Crown should 
grant the Tclcgvapli Company live srpiaro 
miles of land for every milo of lino they shall 
build, in alternuto blocks on each side of tho 
line — subject to settlement conditions. 
The Under Scorotary of Slnto replies that 
"His Graeo.musl clearly explain that Her 
Majesty's Oovernmont do r.ot ondcrtako in 
! perform'anon of this article of the ugreoraeni 
to go to tho expense of aoltling nny questions 
of disputed boundary, but only to grant land 
to which tha Crown title is clear.''

Go's 
splendid steamer Kntorptise for Olympia and 
every port oh Pug^t Sound, I stepped, on 
board at YiotoriaoU Siinday mbrnldg, Just 
as the last '! loot", of the whistle sounded 
We wore soon out of the harbor of Victoria 
and on our way aoiosa the Straits of Faoa 
Though the morning was chilly, therfl was but 
a light hreoae and the waters of the Straits 
comparatively still, so done Of the pSMengers 
Ruflerbd from that most disagreeable of all 
companions — sea-sickness. 

PORT ANCEr.OS. 

Loss than two hours found us insidfl tho 
beaulifbl harbor of Port Ahgelos, Vdiero the 
United Stales Custom House is situated, and 
where the famoiia " Victor Smith," one of 
" Undo Sam's" most abused but most failh- 
Ail of public servantp, presides. Several ves- 
sels wore in port, among them the fast sailing 
Unvcnuo Cutter "Joe Lane," As usual, the 
citizens gathered at the wharf on the ap- 
proach of tho steamer, and although it was 
tho Sabbatii day, the town presented quite a 
lively anpearaneo. Largo qnatititics ol lum- 
ber were piled upon the beach, and an order 
for another large supply was taken by tho 
Enterprise to one of tho mills on the Sound. 
I am told that as soan as a sale of lots is 
cll'cGted (which will be in , a short time) a 
great number of bdildings will ' be immedi- 
ately erected. 

rOBT TOWHSEND. 

Having procured the necessary papers at 
tho Custom House, wo were again on our 
way. Passed Dnngeneas Light-house, and 
in due course of time entered the harbor of 
Port Townsend. This town, once so lively, 
.seams now almost donerted. The buildings 
seem old and dilapidated, and no signs of im- 
provement going on. IJiil two or throo per- 
sons could bo soon in the stroots as wo ap- 
proached, but tho ihrill whistle of tho steanior 
soon brought a dozen or nioro persons Ironi 
the saloons to tbo wharf. But a few moments 
were necessary to land the freight for this 
place, and wo wore olT again. 

POUT I.t'DLOW. 

Reached Port Ludlow soon after dinner. 
Frum tho number ol persons at the wharf, 
composed in a groat part of stout hardy- 
looking lumbermen. 1 judge the people had 
turned out c/i imusc. The place looked lively 
and business-like. Several vessels wcro in 
port awaiting cargoes of lumber. Wright's 
new steamer, building at this place, rapidly 
approaches completion, and will soon be ready 
lor service. It is tbo picture of strength, and 
I am told, will bo a fast boat as well as 
a powerful one. 

SEATTLE. 

At dusk we draw up at Seattle. Here, 
loo, thu wharf seemed alive with patriotic 
(leople, anxious to lonra the war nows, a vague 
rumor of which had precuded us. As the 
steamer drew up lo tho wharf we were 
greeted with a salute from tho " baby- 
waker," which had boon got ready in antici- 
pation of the news. All seem delighted at 
the prospect of tbo early fall of Charleston, 
the " slink-pot of rebellion," as one of them 
was pleased to call it. ... 

STEILACOOH. 

About nine p. m. we reaobed Steilaconm. 
As we drew near two or throe faint lights 
were scon, but at tho first sound of the whistle 
they disappeared, and .altfciougb " tho. whistle 
screamed long and' loiid tliree^fotir— five 
limes, all conlinuotl in total durknossi and the 
steainei conse(|ueutly did not elTecta landing. 
" D — n that sunken town," exclaimed an old 
pilot un board, ''It's always the case ; the 
people are either too d — n poor or too stingy 
to bring out a light." Same of tho passen- 
gers sug;,'estod that the people were afraid of 
privateer.s ; but others, taking tbo pilots 
view of the subject, contributed a small sura 
for a wharf light, to be forwarded by Capt. 
Koach's fast and elegant U. S. mail steam- 
ship "Xorthorn Light." 

OLVJU'IA. 

About midnight wo roaehed Olympia, and 
although late, (luile a number of people 
wore at the wharf. As the steamer lelt in 
the morning whilo your humble servant was 
napping," he had no opportunity of taking a 
minarje of the Capitof ' City of Wosbid'gton 
Territory. 

HOMEWARD. 

Our return from Olympia to Victoria, 

though against the tide luid a head wind, was 
made in cloven hours. The trip from first to 
last was a pleasant ooo. The gentlemanly 
and obliging Capt. Mouat elicited the 
warmest prai-sas from all on board for his 
kindness and atlonliou lo the wants of tho 
passungers. Nor did tho Captain forgot tho 
wants of the "inner man." for the table of tho 
Enterprise literally groaned with good 
things.

Assassination of Hadama II., King of 
Madagascar. 
Xows baa been received at Alexandria of 
the outbreak of a revolution in Madagascar on 
the r.!th .May. King Kadama 11. has boon 
assassinated. His widow has been proclaim- 
ed Queen of Madagascarr The reign of King 
Radama II, has been proclaimed null, and 
mourning has been prohibited. The treati^ 
Concluded with European Powers have been 
suspended. Keligious liberty is still- to bo 
maintained. Tho (Juaen has signed a Con 
stilution in conformity with the views of the 
(dd Ova party. Much discontent prevails 
throughout tlio kingdom, and fears aro enter 
lained of civil war. 

Tho cflicial report of tha French Consul at 
TnmataVB (Madagascar), dated .May 15, was 
published on tha "lli July. This report ex- 
plains that tho cause of the polilical revolu 
tion in Madagascar was the rivalry between 
the nobles and Nenamasco. The young men 
who, at the accession of King Uadama, took 
power, and monopolised all favors, suggested 
lo tho King measures disapproved ot by the 
people. They woro accused jpf injustice, of 
being open to corruption, ^di .'great im- 
morality. Under their influence the King 
published a law authorising (1001.1, and even 
combats of tribe against tribe and villago 
a^'ainst villai^o, without any other formality 
than the consent of the two iiurlios, thus pro 
claiming civil war and furnishing a prcte.Nt 
lor hostilities. The ollicers and principal 
iiihabitanls begi^ed of tho King lo recall lliis 
law, wdio, however, refused, and tho prepara- 
tions for the conllict Uien began. The French 
Consul assembled nil his fellow-countrymen, 
and the Euglisb Uonaul wished the Methodist 
inissionaries to take a simila; course, but 
they did not. respond to .his invitation. Tha 
King, having again refused to revoke the law, 
the people, slaves, and soldiers assembled ii> 
llie public places to search for tho thirty- 
tlireo individuals belonging to the King's 
court wiio hail been proscribed by the con- 
spirators. Klovon were killed by tho inulti- 
uide. While this was going on negotiations 
were entered into with the King, who asked 
morcy lor tho unfortunate men remaining, 
who, he promised, should bo exiled for life. 
I'his was relused by tho conspirators, who 
demanded that the guilty should undergo 
perpetual imprisonraonl in chains. The King 
would not at first comply with this demand, 
but, after much parleying, ended by accepting 
it. The following day tho King was assas- 
sinated, and the council proclaimed Queen 
Kobodo, announcing that the King, disconso- 
late at the loss of his friends, had committed 
siiieiilo. Tho liiieen accepted tbo constitution, 
which slipulates among other things that 
she shall not drink strong liipiors," and 
that tho right ovor life and doatb belongs to 
tho council. It also abolishoa the Tauquin, 
and maintains roliL,'iou3 liberty.

This dillerencc, however, was 
not caused by any decieaso ol vessels arriv- 
ing at the port, but was owin,' to a proper 
record not having been kept of the arrival 
and departure of vessels holding a lieonso 
under "Tho Victoria and l^sipiimalt Harbor 
Dues Act, 1802," which vessels arc under 
hat Act exempt from entrance and clearanco 
•es, as authorized in Clause IV.: " All ves- 
sels whilst employed exclusively in tho 
coasting or carrying trade between places 
within this Colony and either of the afore- 
said harbors, shall be exempt from the 
charges for entrance and clearance afore- 
said ; but the masters of suob vesseia shall 
report themselves to the hotbd^-master of 
Victoria whenever such vessels shall enter 
or depart from cither of tho said harbors ; 
and such vessels ns last aforesaid shall be 
liable lo the licenses mentioned in Schedule 
B, hereunto annexed." 

This exemption having boon only fully 
pmbracod during tho present year, ipiile ex- 
plains the apparent decrease in tho number 
of vessels entering and clearing Irom this 
port during the half-year ending June 30th, 
1863, as compared with that during the half- 
year ending 31st December, 1862.

French Ideas about Mexico. 
Paris carrespondcnce (July 17) of theLivsrpool 
Journal. 

Tho taking of Mexico has produced so lit- 
tle effect upon the public mind, that the 
illuminations ordered to be got up for tbo oc- 
casion by all the public companies, whose 
very lenuro of life depends on tbo syiniia'by 
they express for the (iovernnicut, attracted 
no sort of curiosity, and woro pa8:,ed over 
without the smallest symptom of inlercsl by 
the eager crowd hurrying to tho vaiioiH rail- 
way stations, to obtain out of Paris the 
breath of fresh air denied them at this tsea- 
son within. A momentary attempt at emo- 
tion was hazarded by the Government per- 
milting a notice of tbo apptoaohing doparttirc 
of Herbert Deliale to regulate the system of 
universal suffrage— wh'ich has been found to 
answer so admirably in Franeo toward 
liberating tho public from slavery— to appear 
in its own journals, and then to he coiitra- 
dictod by the 71io;iiI«.u;-. But tho endeavor 
was perfectly ii.elToclive — no interest was 
created either by the afiirmation or tbo de- 
nial. .Since then an expression has boon 
encouraged amongst the people eoiicdrnini; 
the form which the French "idea" is to take 
in Mexico J and it now nssumos tho shape of 
the concession by tho Mexican (Joverimiorit 
of all the territory surrounding the neck of 
land ia tho Isthmus of Tehuantepec, most 
favorable for cutting tho land to join tlic two 
oceans, which has bocomn the daily talk and 
nightly dream of the Emperor. Another 
much Biicoiiragod ' idea'' is the prospect of 
possessing tho silver districts of Mexico, 
which, well e.vplorcd and worked by h'reiich 
engineers, shall bring far greater wealth to 
tho colfers of Franco than either tho gold of 
Australia to thoso of England, or the placers 
of California to those of the United states. 
Tho French mouth, meanwhile, is wide open, 
and French ears aro on tho stretch, to calch 
the first take of the increasing woalth. and to 
listen to tho first stroke of tho spade whiob 
shall disinter it for tha glory ot France. 
Upon the whole, the news from Mexico, 
although satisfaoiory enbbgh, still waiited the 
zeal of a pitched battle, and Iho further ad- 
vance of tho French trnops into the heart of 
the country is regarded with great disappro- 
bation, and tho now deputies of the op])osi- 
tion, with tho bran new enthusiasm upon 
which is no spot, or speck or stain, seeing it 
is about to bo used for tho lirst time, and 
meeting in committee and assembling in 
commission to formulato their insislencc upon 
the matter of obtaining a complete and loyal 
declaration from tho Government concGriiiiig 
tho length of time given to the French 
troops Ibr tnc oocupation of MBxioo,^aod the 
expense to bo incbrre'd in maintaining them
